Some of them were frankly wor­ 
ried as the senate headed toward 
a vote on the amendment, proposed 
by Senator McCanran (D.) Nevada 
to require that relief workers be 
paid wage rates prevailing in pri­ 
vate industry. 
Resented Roosevelt Move 
The promised speech by Glass 
was awaited the more eagerly be­ 
cause he once expressed resent­ 
ment at not having been consulted 
by Mr. 
Roosevelt 
regarding the 
work-rellef measure. 
He was not among the congres­ 
sional leaders with whom the Pres­ 
ident discussed the bill before send­ 
ing it to Capitol HUL 
Later, when the program encoun­ 
tered difficulties before the senate 
appropriations committee, of which 
Glass Is chairman, he said he had 
been authorised to deliver a mes­ 
sage from the President to th# com­ 
mittee.

Russia in Move 
To Get Nazi Aid 
For Peace Pacts 


Lines Up W ith France, 
Britain on London 
Agreements

tain from Germany unqualified ad­ 
herence to the principles of the 
London agreem ents. 
Russia's views were contained in 
messages sent by Maxim Lltvlnoff, 
commissar for foreign affairs, to 
the French 
and 
British govern­ 
ments and made public last night. 
The 
communications 
explicitly 
set forth that Soviet support for 
the London program is conditioned 
by insistence that it shall be car­ 
ried out in full. 
This attitude 
conforms exactly 
with 
that 
taken 
by 
both Great 
Britain and France in the face of 
Relchsfuehrer 
H itler’s 
intimation 
that he would prefer to consider 
tho proposed defense air alliance 
separately. 
Litvinoff’s notes stressed particu­ 
larly the necessity for regional se­ 
curity pacts if the peace of Europe 
is to be maintained. 
His emphasis 
on this point waa aimed directly 
st German aloofness froth The pro­ 
posed eastern Locarno pact which 
France has sponsored and Russia 
heartily favors. 
"Neglecting one or the other of 
the agreem ents 
in 
the 
London 
plan.** the foreign commissar told 
his envoys, "not only will serve to 
the 
detrim ent 
of 
strengthening 
prospects for peace, but rather can 
be considered an open stimulation 
to violation of the peace In cer­ 
tain places. 
"The soviet government wishes 
to believe that such is also the con­ 
ception of others concerning the 
London agreement and that the re­ 
gional agreem ents which have been 
discussed In several countries be­ 
fore the London meeting not only 
will not be thrust aside but will re­ 
ceive new support in London."

organs 
of Soviet 
opinion upbraided Germany today 
with accusations of plans for ag­ 
gression in both eastern and cen­ 
tral Europe. 
On the heels of the approval of 
the London agreements the author­ 
itative press pictured the Nazis aa 
hungry for war under the disguise 
of "diplomatic chattering.’’

former President Herbert Hoover 
urges re-establishment of the gold 
standard to "restore confidence in 
our currency.* 
If the dollar were made converti­ 
ble at the present 59 cents of gold. 
he said In a prepared atatem ent 
here last nig h t "it would tend to 
check inflation, replace relief with 
real em ploym ent 
end 
contribute 
materially to general recovery.’ 
In commenting on the supreme 
court's gold clause decision. Mr. 
Hoover broke his consistent policy 
of'refusing to express his opinion 
upon political matters. 
His departure from his usual cus­ 
tom came jtt he returned with bls 
son, Allan, from a visit to New 
York. 
The titular chief of the Republi­ 
can party was greeted all along his 
route by political allies and former 
officials. 
All members of the court, 
ha 
commented, "agreed tb s 
govern 
meat acted iinconetitutlonalty In re- 
pudiation of the convenant on Us 
own bonds," stthough a majority 
held the private citizen "has 
no 
remedy." 
"That will have long moral con 
sequences,** He said, 
"But 
w hat 
aver the morals, right or wrong, of 
the devaluation may he, the face 
of the American people m ust be 
forward. 
“The need and the opportunity 
now is to restore confidence In the 
dollar. AH threat x x x of further 
devaluation should now be remov­ 
ed. To do this and give a needed 
contribution to resi recovery, the 
dollar should immediately be made 
convertible at the present 69 cents 
of gold, making It payablo in gold 
bullion.’* 
Return to the gold standard, he 
said. would do more than any other 
single action to put men to work 
because "people are hesitant to in­ 
vest their savings and take long 
term risks because there is uncer­ 
tainty in what value they will he 
repaid.

them submitted 
yesterday—received the house fed­ 
eral relations comm ittee’s recom­ 
mendation for passage of the con­ 
gressional redistricting 
bill, 
and 
w the introduction of meaaures 
calling for a share-wealth law and 
for consolidation of the 88 counties 
into 22. 
The parochial school bill will be 
a substitute for the parochial meas­ 
ure precented by Davis yesterday, 
which limited 
the 
funds for col­ 
leges to Institutions giving teacher 
training courses. 
Would Help Colleges 
Under the new bill, all colleges, 
not now state or municipally sup­ 
ported, will be perm itted to draw 
$60 a student as state support This 
change alone will cost the state 
$2,000,000. 
• Schools with "free tuition" would 
be entitled to $17.50 for each ele­ 
mentary pupil and 
$25 
for high 
school pupils. 
This would require 
a fund of $3,000,000. The measure 
appropriates 
the 
$6,000,000 from 
the general fund, but provides no 
means tor raising tho mousy. 
* 
Senator Davis said be understood 
the bill has "the M f port of Ute gov­ 
ernor." 
T bs senate schools 
committee 
leat night recommended passage of 
the free text hook bill. The meas­ 
ure, by Sen. Robert Pollock (R) of 
Stark county, 
would 
require the 
state to furnish free books to all

students. 
The state board of school examin­ 
ers would fix the maximum price 
at which books would be purchased. 
Extend Time for Bills 
Although yesterday was supposed 
to have been the final day for re­ 
ceiving bills, senate leaders agreed 
to extend the time because the leg­ 
islative reference bureau was un­ 
able to complete some proposed leg­ 
islation.

The redistricting bill, which has 
drawn bitter criticism of the Ohio 
delegation in congress, Is the pro­ 
duct of Rep.

The Zermatt Cog Railroad 


Three-Minute Journeys 


By TEMPLE MANNING 
WE RECENTLY 
wrote about J 
Brig, Swiss junction of the Simp-1 
Ion tunnel and made mention of the 
cog railroad trip to Zermatt from 
there. This trip la so charming that 
it deserves a description all to It­ 
self. On* leave* Brig, by crossing 
the tracks from the big internation­ 
al trains over to the string of cars 
to which Is coupled a huge engine 
Th* engine has to he huge, for in 
the two-hour run from Brig to Zer­ 
matt It will draw Its load thirty- 
three hundred feet higher In cover­ 
ing the apace 
twenty-eight mile* 
that separates the two towns. Less 
than a hundred year* ago. Zermatt 
wa* still an Inaccessible hamlet. 
lost In 
mountain 
solitudes and 
■nows. The rate travelers who each 
summer negotiated the paths of the 
valley began to talk about it and 
the Matterhorn towering above and 
It wasn't long before the big in­ 
crease in visitors made a railroad 
necessary. Now the road la electri­ 
fied and mechanical improvements 
preclude any accidents 
or glacier 
falling. 
League af Nations en Wheels 
The train is always filled with a 
gay and enthusiastic crowd and ie a 
regular 
League 
of 
Nations 
on 
wheels, only much more peaceful 
and happy. Some are laden with 
all the accouterment* of the moun­ 
tain climber, the ice axes,

Senators, all of (ham obligat­ 
ed to oppose lynching, are not sim ilarly ob­ 
ligated to support federal anti lynching leg­ 
islation to stop mob murder. 
Bills sim ilar with the Costlgaa-W agner 
bill have been introduced in every session 
of congress since 1920. In 1922 one of them 
passed the house of representative* by al­ 
most a 2 to I vote. 
Southern senators has­ 
tened its death by obstructive tactics*Even 
if federal 
antl-lynching legislation 
would 
work, they would continue to view lynching 
ae a elate problem. They apologise for their 
constituent*, but so t for the rights of those 
constituents to deal with the lyachlng prob­ 
lem them selves.

If the Coati gen-Wagner bill were peered 
K would create federal power to Impose 
fines on counties In which mob violence oc­ 
curred. 
It would make negligence in pre­ 
venting a lynching a felony on the part of 
a state employ*. 
The question of consti­

•tate or political subdivision fails to pro­ 
tect a person against mob violence or to 
punish his attacker* such persons shall be 
beld to have been denied due process of 
law and equal protection of the laws.

Justice McReynolds, 
from Ten­ 
nessee, 73 years old, compared the

Nero, who undertook to use a de­ 
based currency. 
The Justice said 
the Constitution bed “gone,’' and be 
and the three other dissenting jus­ 
tices felt “shame and humiliation.”

ment to compel payment of United 
States bonds in gold metal. 
That 
would give the Britishers $1,890 for 
every $1,000 gold bond. The French, 
It is said. have decided to "refrain 
from further effort .to collect pay­ 
m ent in gold on United States ob­ 
ligations.” 
The French teem w ise and the 
British foolish, considering

success Uncle Sam has had in try­ 
ing to co iled ten thousand million 
dollars In any kind of money.

The late Queen Victoria of Eng­ 
land once made the request that 
th* late Rt. Rev. Charles Petltt Mc­ 
llvalne. second bishop of the Prot­ 
estant Episcopal diocese of Ohio, 
be presented to ber. 
It had been 
under the permission and direction 


of Bishop Mcllram* m at the 8t. 
Stephen s 
Episcopal 
parish here 
wits formed and Its initial church 
erected. 
When this preferment wag*given 
him. the then Prince of W aist wbo 
wan later King Edward VII showed 
Bishop Mcllvalne marked 
atten­ 
tion. Often a visitor in East Liver­ 
pool. Bishop Mcllvalne was a man 
of distinctive accomplishments. He 
had outstanding 
connections 
and 
before be was named bishop, had 
filled pieces not usually given to 
young men. 
Hurting the C trl! w ar ha eras one 
af the men whom President Abra­ 
ham Lincoln called to his ald. 
He 
sent him on a mission to England 
to hold th* friendship of the higher 
British clergy and so 
well 
did 
Bishop Mcllvalne succeed he be­ 
ams* on* of Mr. Lincoln* most 
trusted friends. 
In days before Bishop Mcllvalne 
became known to pioneer East Liv­ 
erpool 
churchmen 
he 
served as 
chaplain of the United States sen­ 
ate. At the time his father, the hon­ 
orable 
Joseph 
Mcllvalne was a 
member of the body. 
It was in 1832 that the then Rev. 
Mcllvalne was elevated to the post 
tton of bishop. 
His first pastorate 
had been at Georgetown. Md., near 
W ashington. Hts sermons were so 
outstanding that many of the lead­ 
ing men of congress went to hear 
him. 
When his father set In the 
United. States senate, there 
were 
among th* membership of Rev. Mc- 
Uvalne’s 
church 
the later Presi­ 
dents Andrew Jackson and Martin 
Van Bureau 
the subsequent 
vice 
presidents Richard M. Johnson and 
William R. King; the veteran Mis­ 
souri legislator. Thomas H. Ben­ 
ton. and Ninian Edwards, the once 
governor of Illinois. 
After his tenure as chaplain of 
the senate. Bishop Mcllvalne was 
made chaplain of the United States 
military 
academy at West Point, 
and there he brought shout a re­ 
vival of religion among the cadets 
and officers. 
He was in hts late 
thirties when he considered mat­ 
ters relating to the formation of St. 
Stephen’s parish here. 
Bishop Mcllvalne was decidedly 
evangelistic In his work and beliefs. 
When he came to E ast Liverpool, 
early local residents saw in bim a 
tall, stately handsome man. 
He 
was reserved with the appearance 
of being cold, but he was greatly 
loved by those who knew him inti­ 
mately. 
He was famed as an eloquent and 
effective preacher. Once his opinion 
had 
been formed It 
was seldom 
changed. 
His faith was clear and 
unwavering. 
Bishop Mcllvalne 
was past 73 
when taken by death while in Flor 
ence, Italy, for his health. 
His 
body was taken to England where 
services were held for him In West 
m inster Abbey. 
He was buried in 
Clifton, O., near Cincinnati.

How To Keep Well

Not so long ago I told you about 
trachom a, a chronic inflammation 
of the eyelid. 
It was pointed out 
that th i^ disease was highly con­ 
tagious qnd often resulted in ser­ 
ious damage to the eyes. Today I 
want to tall you about “acutv con­ 
junctivitis." an Inflammation of the 
eye cauked by an infection. 
Acute 
conjunctivitis 
or 
“pink 
eyer av 
it is 
more 
commonly 
called. Is an annoying condition. 
Fortunately, it does not begin to 
b r aa verioua as trachoma. 
Bul 
like trachoma, It la highly contag­ 
ious a n i quickly spreads from one 
individual to another. 
Symptoms of Fink Eye. 
The victim first complains of 
"itchy" eyes. 
This Is followed by 
excessive tearing and mucus dis­ 
ch arg e 
At first the discharge Ie 
aiery, but soon becomes thick 
. i . * 1 
dBJhd yellow, closely resembling pus. 
t ttys stage the eyes burn and 
are painful if exposed to sunlight 
or brfclp lights. Since the disease 
is qigickly spread, several mem­ 
bers -of a family may become af­ 
flicted ut the same time. 
I aim often asked how long pink 
eye ta n s . 
Is a rule It runs its 
courpe in three to seven days, but 
the eyes may remain rfor sever­ 
al weeks. 
When pink eye occurs in a fam­ 
ily very precaution should be taken 
ronfine it 
to the first 
case. 
Bent in mind that the infection is 
iisi|aHy carried from one person 
lo another by monos vt 


washcloth#, faulty sterilisation of 
eating utensils, and by other ob­ 
jects contaminated by soiled fing­ 
ers. 
Individual towels and washcloths 
aid in preventing the spread of in­ 
fection, not only of conjunctivitis 
but of other communicable dis­ 
eases. Never use a towel that has 
been handled by someone else. 
Danger In Nsglsct. 
Children should he taught the 
im portance of body hygiene and 
the dangers of dirty fingers. This 
training should be glyeu In the 
schoolroom as well as a t home. 
Proper hygiene la a necessary 
step In the control of this infection. 
Never rub your eyes with soiled 
fingers. 
Always use a handker­ 
chief and make sure it is clean. 
Never neglect any inflammation 
or Infection bf the eye*. The eyes 
are precious organs. Respect them 


and protect them against perman­ 
ent damage, 
lf the eyes are in­ 
flamed and Itch keep your fingers 
away from them. 
Relief can be obtained by bath­ 
ing the eyes with a weak solution 
of boric acid. 
Use soft, absorbent 
cotton and discard the cotton as it 
becomes soiled. 
Keep the eyelids 
free of crusty deposits that form.
